2. Claims 1-3, 5-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Inaba et al US 6074724 in view of any one or more of Nishimatsu et al US 
4596747, Shimozawa et al US 4746558 and Bilkadi US 5639546 for the reasons of 
record. 

3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 6 April 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that to support an obviousness rejection there must be 
some teaching or suggestion in the prior art to provide motivation for one skilled in 
the art to arrive at the invention. 

However the examiner has provided Nishimatsu et al, Shimozawa et al , and 
Bilkadi US 5639546 for teaching art recognized equivalent radiation curing 
compounds. Included in this group is compound A of the present specification. 

Substitution of equivalents requires no express motovation as long as the 
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prior art recognizes the equivalency. 

In re Fount 213 USPQ 532 (CCPA 1982); In re Siebentritt 152 USPQ 618 
(CCPA 1967): Graver Tank & Mfg. Co. Inc. v. Linde Air Products Co. 85 USPQ 
328 (USSC 1950). 

Applicants argue unexpected superior results. However only claim 4 is 
commensurate in scope with these results since there is no comparative example 
with compounds A-F alone having projections of greater than 1000/100 um 2
